Valuation Up $900 Million 


$21 Tax Rate Now Seen Possible; 
Most Appeals Are On Land Value

Andover property-owners who were 
alarmed by the new assessments they 
received two weeks ago can relax just a 
bit: Unofficially, it looks like the new tax 
rate will be approximately $21 per $1,000 
of valuation, Town Assessor William Rus- 
sell said Tuesday. 

Russell called that estimate ‘‘a little 
better”’ than the $25 figure town officials 
have been predicting. The current rate is 
$66 per $1.000. 

The new total valuation for all property 
in town — residential, industrial and com- 
mercial — has been set at $999.8 million by 
the PRC Jacobs revaluation firm, Russell 
said, jumping more than $700 million from 
last year’s pre-revaluation total of $284 
million. 

That total figure will probably be adjust- 
ed «wnward by about five percent, to 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $950 

llion, after the current appeals period 

*s ended and the revaluation figures are 

gal, the assessor added. 

The new tax rate cannot be set until the 
appeals period with PRC Jacobs has 
ended, and a pending laW suit over the 
distribution of state aid to municipalities 
(the “cherry sheet” figures) is settled, 


Russell explained. Taxpayers can expect - 


their bills in late November or early De- 
cember 

Since PRC Jacobs mailed revaiued as- 
sessments to some 9,000 property-owners 
two weeks ago. about 800 residents have 
appeared at the firm’s town hall offices to 
appeal their assessments.

“We don't know what the tax rate will 
be. he explained. ‘‘That’s not up to us. 
But many people have come in com- 
plaining about what their taxes will be, 
figuring it on the $25 rate 

‘Four dollars.” he added. ‘‘can make a 
lot of difference.” 
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Midway through the second week of 
hearings. the most-frequently heard com- 
plaint has been that the firm valued land 
too high. Tworek said. ‘‘There’s been-a lot 
of comment that the land increased more 
than the buildings. It’s interesting, and 
kind of paradoxical. that (townspeople 
have said) the total value seems okay, but | 
the land value seems high.” 

He emphasized that the total price is the 
most important figure, not the way it is

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Boston's City Hall Plaza, always alive 
with activity during lunch, was even liveli- 
er than usual at noon Tuesday, Aug. 25, 
when it turned into a veritable ‘‘welcome 
home" party for two Tufts University 
students who completed an 85-day, 8,500- 
mile bicycle trip to raise money for re- 
search in children’s cancer. 

With Tuesday officially designated as 
‘Jimmy Fund Day” by Boston Mayor 
Kevin White in honor of the cyclists’ arri- 
val, crowds of New Englanders, including 
Mayor White and Tufts President Jean 
Mayer, gathered to welcome Sean Calla- 
han and Chuck Rosenberg, both seniors at 
Tufts. 

Also on hand for the occasion were D. 
Francis Zullo, president of the Somerville 
Kiwanis Club, Raymond Wolfson, New 
England District governor of Kiwanis, and 
Mike Andrews. assistantexecutive direc- 
tor of the Jimmy Fund and a former Red 
Sox baseball player. who was master of 
cermonies. 

Callahan and Rosenberg set out from 
Tufts University’s Medford campus on 
May 30 to bicycle around the country, 
carrying the message of the Jimmy Fund, 
which was founded in 1947 to help support 
research and treatment in children’s can- 
cer. 

They were accompanied by a police 
escort all the way from Providence, her- 
alded with music by the’Herb Pomeroy 
Band and honored by a special proclama- 
tion and presentation by Mayor White. 

The trip. made under the joint 
sponsorship of Tufts and the Somerville 
Kiwanis Club. with abundant assistance 
from Kiwanis International and the New 
England District of Kiwanis, took the 
young men from Boston to Seattle. then 
down the West Coast to a point south of 
Los Angeles. They then cycled eastward 
across the country, and through the major 
cities of the Northeast. traveling 100 miles 
a day. rain or shine, hilly or flat. 

Accompanied by a support van staffed 
by Tufts student Colin Callahan. and for 
part of the trip by fellow student Stephen 
Adelson, they journeyed from town to 
town and city to city. meeting with thou- 
sands of people. 

They biked across the windy plains and 
over the Rocky and Cascade mountains, 
down the beautiful, but sometimes roller 


coaster-steep. California coast, and across 
the scorching Arizona desert, where the 
temperatures became so high that their 
bicycle tires actually started to melt, 
causing them to adopt a midnight-to-6 
a.m. cycling schedule until they reached 
cooler regions. 

Crossing 33 states in all, they stayed or 
dined with Kiwanis Club members, 
friends, strangers and Tufts alumni, and 
were interviewed by well over 500 newspa- 
per, television and radio reporters. They 
were also greeted by myriad local offi- 
cials. who presented them with welcoming 
plaques and keys to various cities. many 
of which celebrated their own ‘Jimmy 
Fund Day” similar to the one in Boston. 

While he acknowledges that the prob- 


lems experienced on the road—sore knees 
and ankles, flat tires. a broken spoke, a 
theft of radio and camera equipment from 
the support van—were far outweighed by 
the pleasures of meeting hundreds of kind 
and giving people along the route, Rosen- 
berg admits there were hours of discour- 
agement, exhaustion and frustration. 

“There are times when I think the first 
thing I'll want to do when I get back to 
Boston is to throw my bicycle in the 
Charles River.’ he confides, adding, ‘Of 
course, | won't.” 

In general, the pair agrees that the trip 
was well worth it, and, as Rosenberg puts 
it, ‘‘a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity.” 

Following the ceremony at City Hall 
Plaza, Callahan and Rosenberg cycled one

last route—over to the Sidney Farber Can- 
cer Institute, the facility supported by the 
Jimmy Fund and one of 21 federally-desig- 
nated cancer research centers across the 
country, to meet some of the children who 
will benefit from their trip. 

Comments Callahan, ‘‘We figure most 
people would love to be able to help these 
kids. We're just lucky that we have an 
opportunity to do so.”

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Standex International Corporation 
(NYSE) reported a 22 percent decline in 
earnings on a 6 percent sales increase in 
the fiscal year ended Uune 30, 1981. At the 
same time, the company expressed ‘‘satis- 
faction with the current pace of business” 
and indicated that it was ‘‘very opti- 
mistic’’ about prospects for the 1982 fiscal 
year which began July 1. 

Standex recently announced that it was 
considering the possibility of spinning-off 
one or more divisions of the company to 
its stockholders, either on a direct tax- 
free basis and/or via a “rights offering.”’ 
Daniel E. Hogan, chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive of Standex, indicated that various 
possibilities are still under study, but he 
expects an announcement will be forth- 


* coming within the next few weeks. 


In the fiscal year ended June 30 net 
income declined 22 percent to $15.2 mil- 
lion, or $2.27 a share, from last year’s 
record net income of $19.4 million, or $2.96 
a share. Sales for the latest year rose 6 
percent to $370 million, up from $347 mil- 
lion in the prior year. Earnings per share 
calculations are based on 6,713,000 shares 
outstanding, up from 6,575,000 shares the 
year before. 

In the fourth fiscal quarter, ret income 
declined 9 percent to $4.4 million, or 66 
cents a share, down from $4.9 million, or 
73 cents a share in last year’s fourth quar- 
ter. 

Interest expense for the year was up $2.1 
million—an additional 1642 cents a share— 
from the prior year, amounting to $8.6 
million vs. $6.5 million the year before. 

Announcing the year-end results, Hogan 
stated that Standex ended fiscal 1981 ‘‘ona 
very positive note’’ and that the company 
is ‘‘experiencing a real pickup’ in the rate 
of incoming orders and in the overall pace 
of Standex’s business. He added that, ‘‘un 
less the present business climate worsens, 
we fully expect that fiscal 1982 will be an 
excellent year, with substantially im- 
proved sales and earnings. Fiscal 1982 
should see a resumption of Standex’s for- 
mer excellent growth record.”’ 

He added that the improvement is being 
felt ‘‘pretty much across the board at 
most of our major divisions.” 

Hogan stated that ‘the downturn in fis- 
cal 1981 yesulted from the combination of 
record-high interest rates, double-digit in- 
flation, widespread recession, particular- 
ly in the automotive and housing 
industries, and several internal ‘start-up’ 
operations.’’ He added that ‘‘it is partic- 
ularly gratifying that, during the past

divided into land value and the value of the 
building on the land. 

“The bottom line is, what is the prop- 
erty worth?” Tworek said. ‘When buyers 
compare properties, the sale price is a 
lump sum amount — they don’t wonder 
about how much the land is worth and how 
much the house is worth. The bottom line 
is all that matters.” 


Much of the explanation for high land 
values ‘‘can be ascribed to demand,” he 
said. ‘‘If you are in an area — a neighbor- 
hood, a community, a region — that’s 
desirable, that increases demand, and 
then the supply lessens. The principal of 
supply and demand seems to be working 
here. 

“You can always build houses,’’ Tworek 
added, ‘‘but you can’t always make more 
land.’’Andover homeowners may be com- 
forted to know that high land values are 
“really not unique to Andover’. Many 
North Shore communities appear to be 
experiencing the same steep rise in va- 
lues, he said. 

In preparing estimates, PRC Jacobs 
considered several variables. he ex- 
plained: zoning, lot size, topography, 
frontage, utilities available on the site, the 
proximity to desirable or detrimental in- 
fluences, adverse easements, and loca- 
tion. 

Frontage is important because the 
shape of a lot can effect its value (a long, 
narrow lot might be less desirable, for 
example), while proximity to a detri- 
mental influence could mean that a home 
is located next to a noisy factory or a 
highway interchange. 

An adverse easement is one that effects 
the use of the land — a power utility 
easement could ‘‘cut a swath through a 
property and render it useless,” for in- 
stance. But a service easement along a lot 
line might not effect a property's valueat 
all. 

The firm arrived at land values in four 
ways: by looking at the prices paid for 
comparable, recently-sold lots in the same 


‘ part of town; by looking at prices recently 


paid for comparable lots in other parts of 
town, allowing for the differences between 
the neighBorhoods: by subtracting the va- 
lue of newer areas in town, where land has 
recently been sold, from the total value of 
the town to come up with the value of 
older neighborhoods that have had fewer 
recent land sales (called allocation), or by 
subtracting the value of the building or 
buildings on a lot from its total value, 
considering depreciated values (abstrac- 
tion). 

Building values were arrived at by con- 
sidering the cost of building materials and 
union labor in the local market, along with 
the price of building fees and commis- 
sions, and allowing for the builder’s profit 
and overhead 

Along with questions about their land 
values, homeowners have also wondered 
why their valuations have increased so 
greatly from their previous assessments 
Tworek pointed out that the revaluations

“have nothing to do with the previous 
assessments. We started from scratch — 
our estimates are not at all related to the 
old estimates,” 

Worries about land values seem to be 
diminishing now, he noted, although they 
‘still remain in the foreground.” The fo- 
cus of most hearings is now ‘‘shifting 
toward wanting to know if we have the 
data on the house right, or wondering how 
their valuation compares with others in 
the neighborhood. 

‘Quite a few people are concerned about 
equity,’ Tworek said. ‘‘They’ll say, Well, 
it’s high, but if the neighbors’ values are 
the same way, then I don't feel so bad. We 
are treating everybody fairly,” he main- 
tained. ‘‘We can't be capricious — we have 
to be consistent.’ 

Residents can ask to see the valuations 
of a few other properties comparable to 
their own during a hearing; that informa- 
tion will not be supplied over the tele- 
phone. The process can be time- 
consuming because Jacobs has the infor- 
mation filed in their computers by tax 
map and lot numbers: Residents can speed 
up the process by coming in with that 
information in hand (it can be looked up at 
the assessor's office), rather than simply 
inquiring about ‘‘the Smith place.’ 

Jacobs is also hearing from many 
townspeople whose homes were not in- 
spected during the firm's field work peri- 
od, either because they were away or 
refused admittance to the inspectors (al- 
most 92 percent of Andover homes were 
inspected ). 

If such a resident's description of his 
home varies from what Jacobs guessed it 
to be (for instance, Jacobs guessed that 
the basement was finished when in fact it 
is not), that home will be inspected and its 
valuation possibly amended. 

The hearings, which usually last about 
15 minutes, are meant to offer towns- 
people a chance to ask questions, and 
supply additional information about their 
property to Jacobs. ‘‘Very few decisions 
are being made during the hearing proc- 
ess. Tworek said. “‘We may need to do 
some research, check sales. do more field 
inspections.” 

Not surprisingly, a hearing can ‘ some 
times get stuck on opinion. We will take an 
opinion under advisement. But if it’s fac- 
tual data. we can't ignore it.” 

In one case, for example. where ‘the lot 
line was not well-defined’. a shed was 
added to a homeowner's property value 
when it actually belonged to his neighbor 
The shed has since been subtracted from 
one assessment — and added to another 

If a resident's property value is 
amended, the resident can expect to be 
notified by mail some time during Decem- 
ber, Tworek said, but should be prepared 
for the revision to go either way: ‘‘We 
could increase the value, too. A change 
will not necessarily mean a decrease.” 

Townspeople who are unsatisfied with 
the results of their hearings with Jacobs 
can appeal their assessments before the 
Board of* Assessors after they receive 
their tax bills. From there, they can ap- 
peal their assessments to the state Appe- 
late Tax Board

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Sullivans Save Shattuck Buildings 


Three historic farm buildings that 
housed generations of Andover families 
but seemed doomed to fall before the 
wrecking ball have been saved by an And- 
over couple's love of all things antique — 
and may now house generations of a new 
family. 

Arkwright-Boston Insurance Company, 
developers of the West Andover Industrial 
Tech park, Tuesday afternoon agreed to 
sell the Shattuck farm buildings to Ter- 
rence and Patricia Sullivan of 261 High 
Plain Road. The Sullivans have one month 
to remove the buildings from their River 
Road site, which now belongs to Digital 
Equipment Corp. 

Had the buildings not been sold before 
Digital began construction next month, 
they would have been torn down, Arkw- 
right representatives have said, because 
the developer had no land to.move them 
to. 

The Sullivans are looking forward to 
“‘the challenge of rescuing the houses, of 
bringing them alive again,”’ Patrica Sulli- 
van said yesterday, ‘‘and keeping them as 
they should be, together. This is not a 
commercial venture — just a love of old 
places.” 

The sale ends years of effort by the 
Andover Historical Commission to save 
the three buildings, which include an eigh- 
teenth-century farmhouse and a house 
once used as an ice cream stand, and a 
country store. The farm belonged, at va- 
rious times, to the Abbot, Noyes and Shat- 


, tuck families, who farmed the land along 


the banks of the Shawsheen River for 
decades. 

The Sullivans will move the buildings 
onto new foundations on a 12-acre site on 
High Plain Road. Located between that 
road, Route 93 and Route 495, the parcel is 
triangular-shaped, and resembles the orig- 
inal River Road farm property 

The selectmen are scheduled to review 
plans for moving the buildings along town 
roads Monday night. The plans include 
provisions to protect town trees and utility 
lines duning the move. 

The sale price is not settled yet, Sullivan 
said, because it includes the cost of mov- 
ing the buildings, and that has not yet been 
determined. 

The building’s new site adjoins the 16- 
acre property on which the Sullivans live, 
and they plan to renovate the buildings 
into future homes for their five children, 
who are all in their twenties, Sullivan said. 
Although the children do not plan to move 
in soon, the renovations will begin imme- 
diately. 

All three buildings need new heating, 
plumbing and electricity; Sullivan said, 


and the store will need extensive work to 
convert it into ‘‘a small cottage."’ The 
houses will be restored “‘to their original 
appearance.’ She said she is not sure how 
long it will be before the renovations are 
complete. 

The Sullivans are ‘‘very enthused’’ 
about the project, and although it may 
appear somewhat overwhelming, ‘‘we 
know how to do it and we will enjoy it,” 
Mrs. Sullivan said. They are not novices at 
the art of restoring homes: ‘‘We started 
with our first house 28 years ago, and it 
just mushroomed,” she explained. ‘‘It’s 
not a business for us. But it’s become a 
way of life.” 

Working closely with the family will be 
Terrence Sullivan's sister-in-law, Priscil- 
la Sullivan of Newburyport, who has re- 
stored more than 25 houses in 
Newburyport. Along with her husband, the 
late Michael Sullivan, Priscilla Sullivan 
was “instrumental in restoring Newbury- 
port,’’ Patricia Sullivan said. ‘‘She will be 
my right-hand man.” 

The Sullivan children will also get into 
the act, in what is truly ‘‘a family interest. 
My husband’s grandfather did it, and his 
great-grandfather as well.”’ 

They were inspired to submit their pro- 
posal for the buildings to the historical 
commission by their love of antiques, Sul- 
livan said. ‘‘Deep down in my heart I have 
always wanted an antique house. I love the 
houses — I just couldn't stand seeing them 
torn down or moved out of Andover. 
They're part of Andover.” 

They have lived here for only nine years, 
she said, but as residents of South Law- 
rence, the Shattuck farm was always 
‘just up the road.” 

“I was fascinated by the oldest build- 
ing,’’ Sullivan confessed. “‘It is so original 
— so different from what they're building 
now. I appreciate the warmth you get 
from an older building. New ones leave me 
cold.”’ 

Sullivan praised the historical commis- 
sion, Selectman Norma Gammon and the 
Community Development and Planning 
officials and staffers who helped the Sulli- 


vans complete their proposal in time to 


meet Arkwright’s deadline. 


“It couldn’t have come about without 


terrific cooperation and enthusiasm from 
everyone involved,"’ she emphasized. ‘‘It 
is just thrilling that there are so many 
people in town who are interested in the 
future of the farm. And who are so happy 


that now, it is not going to end.”’

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Murphy Rejects Offer 


Search For New Town Manager Is Resumed 


The selectmen’'s top candidate for the 
town manager's position has turned down 
the job for financial reasons, leaving the 
board to start their search for a successor 

. to Jared S.A. Clark all over again. 

Bernard Murphy, 40, city manager of 
Sanibel. Fla., turned down the selectmen's 
offer last Thursday afternoon, notifying 
the board through Carl VanAsselt of New 
England Municipal Center, the consulting 
firm retained by the selectmen to screen 
candidates. 

Chairman Norma Gammon said Murphy 
explained that although he wanted to take 
the position. “he just couldn't afford to 
take the cut in pay” that the move from 
Sanibel would mean for him. The board 
increased their salary offer. Gammon 
said, ‘‘but it just wasn't enough.” 

Oct. 1 is the new target date for offering 
the manager's job to another candidate 
Gammon said. Counting on their new 
choice giving his or her present employer 
30 day's notice. the board hopes to see a 
new manager on board by Nov. 1 — one 
month later than planned 

The selectmen decided to advertise for 
new applications rather than choose one of

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New High School Principal Doesn’t 
Think Andover’s Taking A Chance 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


She realizes that ‘‘some people will be 
very aware of it,’ but Andover High 
School's first woman principal says she 
might have to remind herself from time to 
time that there’s anything remarkable 
about a woman holding the position she 


' has just assumed. 


“I don't really think about the male- 
female question,’ Mary Athey Jennings 
says, sitting in her new and rather Spartan 
office at the high school. She is warm and 
enthusiastic, with an outgoing manner. 

“It may take a little while, but after.the 
newness wears off, trailblazing will not be 
a part of my being a principal. It will have 
nothing to do with whether I'm a good 
principal or not.” 

Andover is now one of only four commu- 
nities in the state to have a woman high 
school principal, and Jennings says she is 
‘‘pleased that the community had the abil- 
ity to do that — it’s a somewhat daring 
thing for a community. Change is a diffi- 
cult thing.” 

The principal quickly adds that she does 
not believe ‘‘Andover is taking a chance 
with me at all. The qualifications I bring 
to the job are to be evaluated the same as 
they would be for a male principal.” 

But during her three years as assistant 
principal of the Forest Lake High School 
in Minnesota. where she was the only 
female administrator in the entire school 
system, Jennings learned that ‘‘other peo- 
ple were very aware that I was a woman, 
while I never really thought about it. It’s a 
little hurdle everybody has to get over,” 
she says with a smile — adding that she 
looks forward to the day when naming a 
woman to her position will not earn head- 
lines. 

Jennings comes to Andover High from 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin, where she 
was a housemaster, in charge of about 400 
students and 40 teachers. She plans to 
continue living in Cambridge, where she 
and her husband of two and a half years, 
William Jennings, are busy remodeling a 
house they recently purchased. 

She has more than one new role to mas- 
ter this year: as the mother of a five- 
month-old daughter, Miranda, she is *‘just 
trying to figure out how to be a mother,” 
she says, laughing 

Her first impression of Andover is that 
it is ‘a lovely community, so spacious and 
pleasant. And the people ‘are very, very 
friendly — you walk by in the morning and 
everyone says hello — it’s a somewhat 
different atmosphere from the inner 
city.” 

And her first impression of the towns- 
people is that this is ‘‘a very concerned 
and educated community. I hope to get out 
into the community to meet people, to get 
involved in some community organiza- 
tions and get a better look at everyday life 
here.” 

When she was interviewed for the prin- 
cipal’s position, Jennings was struck by 
the ‘‘professionalism and positive attitude 
about the school’ displayed by everyone 
she met — school staff members, adminis- 
trators. school committee members. 

“I was impressed by that — it kept my 
interest." she recalls. ‘‘Everyone’s atti- 
tude was not, ‘We're in trouble. come help 
us out’. but, ‘This isa good place, we like 
it here, and we want to continue that. © 


Jennings sensed that she could count on 
getting ‘‘strong support and direction 
from the people I worked with” in And- 
over, she explains. ‘‘I really like that.” 

The first challenge facing the new prin” 
cipal, she believes, is to get oriented to her 
new surroundings, gathering as much in- 
formation and understanding of the school 
as possible in her first months on the job. 

“The challenge is to get all that infor- 
mation — and much of it is in people's 
heads, in their attitudes and opinions. My 
task is going to be to spend the first quar- 
ter (of the school year) trying to get all 
that information. 

‘‘T've got to have the time and space to 
get to know what's going on,” she says 
firmly. “I don’t plan to be doing any deci- 
sion-making for a while. But I'll be con- 


stantly battling to have that space and 
time.” 

Learning what keeps the wheels spin- 
ning at Andover High School will take 
more than studying policy statements and 
handbooks, Jennings says — although she 
is busy doing exactly that. Written policies 
can't always keep up with changing atti- 
tudes, she explains, and in a time of tran- 
sition, what's on the books may not be the 
‘real rule” at all. 

‘People’s attitudes matter a lot,’ she 
says. ‘Feelings about the organization are 
very, very important. If you listen long 
enough, you'll find out what people really 
like about Andover High School. The cli- 
mate of a school is important — it’s more 
than just the rules. It’s the way people feel 
about it when they walk in that door.” 


What she brings to the effort is a fresh 
perspective. “The advantage of being 
new,” Jennings says, “‘is that you look at 
everything with total blankness. I know 
that if I have trouble understanding the 
student handbook, for instance, then a 
sophomore probably isn’t going to make 
much sense out of it. Fortunately, most 
everything seems. very clear to me so 
far.” 

Jennings believes the major challenge 
of the eighties for schools will be a grow- 
ing financial responsibility — adding that 
she thinks ‘‘the schools have had a good 
record on the use of funds. 

“If there’s one thing the eighties have 
told us, it’s that people want to know

College Town Houses Damaged 
By Fire From Light Fixture 


A fire started by an electrical malfunc- 
tion in an overhead light fixture caused 
extensive damage to one of 14 Merrimack 
College town houses Tuesday afternoyn 

As a result of the fire in the Andover 
House and adjoining Lawrence House, the 
vemaining 12 town houses are being in- 
spected by fire and electrical inspectors 
and will not be reopened until they are 
approved by the public safety officials 

According to John Palmucci, business, 

finance vice president and director of 
physical plant at the college, all but the 
two buildings affected by the fire are 
expected to be ready for occupancy by 
Friday, while contractors have moved in 
on the two buildings hit by the fire and it is 
anticipated they will be occupiable by 
Friday, Sept.4. 
‘ Andover firefighters were called to the 
college about 2:30 p.m. Tuesday to battle 
the fire which was in the ceiling and walls 
of a shower room. ‘‘The fire was caused by 
an electrical malfunction in an overhead 
light fixture in shower stall. The malfunc- 
tion in addition to insulation on the fixture 
caused the fire, according to Deputy Fire 
Chief Harold Wright, who directed fire- 
fighting operations 

The department was on the scene slight- 
ly under two hours. Andover firefighters 
returned to the scene about 10:30 p.m. 
Tuesday to care for a slight reignition 

There were no injuries 

Damage was to the roof, bathrooms, 
smoke and water damage. There was no 
estimate of the damage and the college 
does have insurance coverage 

None of the other town houses were 
affected by the fire 

There were four students, medical tech- 
nicians and co-op students, residing in the 
Andover and Lawrence houses and they 
have been relocated on the campus 

The town house holds 24 students during 
the school year. A college spokesman said 
that the students scheduled to be housed 
there will be placed in open spaces and the

A Still Smaller Total School Plant 


The physical aspect of the school system 
Andover youngsters will return to next 
week continues,to evolve: For the second 
time in two years, students will come back 
to one less elementary school. 

Shawsheen School will be closed to stu- 
dents this year, but it has already begun 
its new life as headquarters for adminis- 
trative offices and the town’s Community 
Services department. 

Meanwhile Doherty School, which was 
closed last fall and remained empty all 
year, is undergoing the first stages of its 
transformation into a junior high school, 
as part of the school building program. 

Like Doherty students last September, 
300 Shawsheen youngsters will find them- 
selves in unfamiliar corridors and class- 
rooms this year. Most of the Shawsheen 
students will move to Bancroft, West El- 
ementary and Sanborn. while the South 
School population will remain essentially 
unchanged.

by the school’s first woman principal, 
Mary Athey Jennings, succeeding Philip 
Wormwood, who retired last spring.

Contin- 
uing in the positions they began last year 
will be principals Jack Coyle at West El- 
ementary, Joseph Normandy at South, and 
Lois Haslam at Bancroft.

school will now be walking. The new poli- 
cy will restrict bus transportation to el- 
ementary school students who live more 
than a mile and a half from school, and 
secondary students who live more than 
two miles. 

The new policy — which requires young- 
sters to live a half-mile further from 
school than in past years before they can 
hop aboard a bus — was shaped under the 
first year of a Proposition 2% budget. 
School officials estimate the policy may 
save the schools $100.000. 

Adjustments may be made in the new 
transportation system after the first two 
weeks of the school year, Mitsakos said, 
once the rough spots become apparent. 
There may also be space on some buses 
for additional riders 

Students who participate in extracurri- 
cular activities will also feei the pinch of 
2% this year: Athletes will be charged a 
$20 user fee for each after-school sport, 
with a maximum of $35 per student and $50 
per family. while musicians will be 
charged $35 for music lessons. Students 
will not be charged for sports or lessons

that earn them academic credits. howev- 
er. 

Prop 2'z has also led to slightly larger 
classroom sizes, but few students are like- 
ly to notice that there are two or three 
more students in their classes than in the 
past, Mitsakos says. The average class- 
room size will be ‘‘in the 23 to 26 range, 
although there will be some classes of 
approximately 30°' at the elementary lev- 
el. he says, while there will be about 25 
students in most high school classes. 

But there will be no major program 
changes, he adds. For the third year, writ- 
ing, listening and speaking skills will be 


‘emphasized in all grades, not only in En- 


glish classes but in other subjects as well. 
New grammar books in the junior highs 
and high school aleng with several new 
thesauruses will help toward that aim. 
And school officials hope to see more 
inter-disciplinary teaching — that is, tea- 
ching that spans two subjects. so that 
junior high and high school students may 
deal with the same topic in both science 
and math classes. for example. or English 
and social studies. The idea. Mitsakos 


sayS, is to teach students to ‘‘see the whole 
picture, and give them tools that can be 
used to look at any problem.”’ 

This year, a group of program advisors 
will coordinate basic subject areas 
throughout the system, replacing depart- 
ment heads, who will now return full-time 
to the classroom. New program advisors 
this year are Michael Cave. foreign lan- 
guage program advisor, and Danie! Le- 
Clerc, social studies prograrn advisor. 

Returning as program advisors are Ro- 
zamond Bastable, occupational education; 
Diana Kolben, fine arts; Richard Swift, 
physical education; Annetta Freedman, 
media services; Theresa Murhpy, read- 
ing: Peter Anderson, language arts; 
James Murphy, math. and Rita Petrella, 
science. 

This newly-reorganized supervisory 
staff will be taking ‘‘a careful look at all 
instructional programs’’ this year, Mitsa- 
kos says, concentrating on how the-curric- 
ulum relates to the growth and 
development of younger students, and the 
‘“‘middle school’’ concept for pubescent

students. "We're concerned that in raising 
standards. we don't lose sight of the 
child. he explains 

Working closely with school principals, 
the program advisors will also undertake 
the “major task” of planning for the fu- 
ture. the assistant superintendent says, 
with the grim understanding that future 
budgets are sure to be tight. 

Long-range planning takes on new im- 
portance when the schools are faced with 
‘more limited resources” in the years 
ahead. Mitsakos explains. ‘‘In the past we 
could count on turning to the school com- 
mittee and the community and getting 
support for our needs.” he says 

‘But that resource is not going to be 
there anymore in the future. when we may 
find we need materials for industrial arts, 
or typewriters or textbooks. The pressure 
to plan ahead is even greater than be- 
fore.” 

Planning for the future will also include 
planning for the new resources that will be 
available when the school building pro- 
gram is completed in the fall of 1983 — 
including the Doherty Junior High, and the 
new J. Everett CollinsAuditorium at the

Working toward the new auditorium, a 
theatre arts program that began in pilot 
form last year will be continued as a 
formal program this year, under the direc- 
tion of Robert King and Keith Gould. Some 
staff members are also preparing propo- 
sals to seek funding from the National 
Humanities Faculty. which offers grants 
funded by the federal government and 
private industry, Mitsakos reports 

Despite the problems posed by 2'2, both 
Mitsakos and Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert 
remain optimistic about the coming vear 
‘I'm very optimistic in the sense that we 
have continued to receive community sup 
port for the schools. and good feedback,’ 
Mitsakos says. ‘‘We've been told that the 
schools are doipg a fine job, and that 
makes us very Optimistic.” 

And Mitsakos points out that in spite of 
‘‘all the doom and gloom about 2'2."° very 
few teachers have defected to private 
industry. ‘We were concerned that some 
of our finest people would give up on 
public education.” he explains. “‘but they 
haven't done that.”

mands, he says — for example, the respon 
sibility to fight vandalism that was handed 
them last year. The students have made 
“tremendous progress’ in that effort, he 
says. ‘The students were given the chal- 
lenge, and they really measured up to that 
challenge.” 

Students have shown that they deserve 
more responsiblity, Seifert says, and that 
they will respond well when given the 
opportunity. The chance to accept more 
responsibility for their own education 
helps draw students into ‘‘the mainstream 
of our society,” the superintendent says, 
‘and shows them that you care. Students 
deserve that.” 

Like Mitsakos, Seifert has nothing but 
praise for the staff of the Andover public 
schools, a staff that has weathered some 
“very difficult times’ with ‘‘an attitude 
that is really exemplary.” 

“I'm really tired of the ‘Yeah, but- 
ters’,”’ he says of the need to approach the 
future with a positive attitude. ‘The em- 
phasis has to be on ‘I can’ and ‘I will’ 
instead of the ‘Yeah, buts.” ™ 

Luckily, he adds, Andover has ‘‘a lot of 
positive people.’

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Immunization Important Part 
Of Back-To-School Preparations 


The end of summer vacation brings with 
it many back-to-school preparations: new 
outfits and shoes. fresh notebooks and 
crayons, new book bags and lunch boxes. 
But there is another. more vital back-to- 
school preparation with which parents 
should be very concerned: immunization. 

According to Howard Spivak, M.D.. clin- 
ical director of the Comprehensive Child 
Health Program at The Children’s Hospi- 
tal Medical Center. most highly conta- 
gious diseases — diphteria, measles, 
mumps. poliomyelitis. rubella. and 
whooping cough —are not very familiar to 
school children today. Vaccines that pre- 
vent these deadly diseases have made 
epidemics a thing of the past. According to 
Dr. Spivak. however. many people now 
believe that the threat of these diseases is 
remote. and have become ‘‘complacent 
about immunizations.” 

It is estimated that one out of every 
three preschoolers has not had the recom- 
mended immunications. and 65 percent of

children under age 14 are not fully pro- 
tected. 

In an effort to raise the immunication 
level of the nation’s children, all 50 states 
now require that parents present proof of 
certain immunications before a child may 
begin school. Dr. Spivak says that every 
child enterting kindergarten should have 
already received the following vaccines: 
five doses of “DPT” which protects 
against diphtheria, pertussis (whooping 
cough) and tetanus: four doses of “OPV,” 
the oral polio vaccine: and the “MMR” 
shot. a single injection for measles, 
mumps. and rubella (German measles). 

While toughér laws may help to raise 
immunization levels. increased parental 
understanding of immunizations is also 
necessary. Many illnesses can be con- 
tracted only once during a lifetime. After 
recovery, a person's body has produced a 
permanent defense against the organism 
causing that particular illness. Immuniza- 
tion artifically triggers this body response

so that a person may become immune 
without actually suffering the disease. 

Reactions to vaccines vary, but may 
include mild fever, headache, and redness 
or soreness at the site of injection. All 
such reactions are temporary, and are 
minor compared to the damage that may 
be caused if one of the diseases is con- 
tracted. 

Dr. Spivak recommends that parents 
keep accurate immunization records for 
their children. ‘‘since we live in such a 
mobile society,” he says. ‘families may 
move several times while their children 
are growing up. Even if they remain in the 
same area. they may change pediatri- 
cians 


With increased parental understanding 
of the importance of immunization. more 
of the nation’s children will be returning to 
school this fall fully protected from many 
serious. but preventable, childhood dis- 
eases.

-Back-To-School Ritual

Sparkling new finery and fresh note- 
books are as much a part of the annual 
back-to-school ritual as mourning the end 
of summer and wondering what this year's 
teachers will be like. 

Andover's young scholars started trick- 
ling into local stores two or three weeks 
ago to outfit themselves for the new school 
year that begins Sept. 3, downtown mer- 
chants report (‘‘They're upon us.’ one 
Sales clerk says), and this week promised 
to be the busiest one yet.

‘From eight 
years old right through college, boys and 
girls,’ students are choosing Levi's cordu- 
roys, Izod shirts, and button-down shirts, 
he reports. ‘‘Monogrammed sweaters for 
girls are also a tremendous item right 
now,’ he adds.

But Andover students will probably wait

Back-To-School Blues 


Pains and mood changes are apt to ac- 
company the back-to-school blues. Among 
the symptoms brought on by school anxi- 
ety are headaches, stomach aches, cranki- 
ness, and a host of other aches and pains 

The back-to-school blues is a common 
emotional malady affecting children and 
other family members. It usually settles 
in during September and, according to 
psychotherapist John Zrebiec of Family 
Counseling and Guidance Centers, the syn- 
drome usually passes in a few weeks 

‘The back-to-school situation does not 
have to be traumatic,’ says Zrebiec. 
‘‘What actually intensifies problems is an 
attempt to ignore the reality of the adjust- 
ment necessary, or denying that back-to- 
school time brings problems for both par- 
ents and children,”’ he explains. 

He notes that anxiety levels in children 
are increased when a child is entering a 
new school. facing a teacher he does not 
care for, or going into classroom settings 
with unfamiliar faces. 

“Children leaving home for the first 
time to attend school are particularly vul- 
nerable as they go from the security of the 


family to confront a sea of strange taces 
says Zrebiec. He adds, ‘‘When a parent 
displays a lot of concern, this can add to 
the adjustment difficulty.”’ 

Zrebiec advises parents to provide un- 
derstanding, an explanation, and reassur- 
ance. Children need to know that negative 
feelings are usual at such times. They 
should be told that those feelings will 
probably go away soon. and they should be 
reassured that everything will be okay 

‘‘Most anxieties disappear within five or 
six weeks.’’ says Zrebiec. He adds, “‘if, for 
some reason, they do not ease up, it might 
be wise then to think about getting some 
professional advice.”’

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Improving Study Habits 


When the proverbial school bells ring in 
September, students across the country 
find themselves once more buckling down 
to study. Some do it well. And cthers ... 
well, they need help. 

Louis V. Paradise, professor of counsel- 
ing in the School of Education at the Cath- 
olic University of America in Washington, 
D. C., offers the following tips for students 
resolving to ‘‘Shape-up”’ this school year. 

1. If at all possible, take a reading im- 
provement course. 

Almost everyone can improve their 
reading speed and comprehension signifi- 
cantly. This will be a great help throdgh- 
out your life and will facilitate school 
homework. Most schools and colleges of- 
fer reading courses for little or no fee. 

2. Learn to budget or manage your study 
time. 

Try to play ahead in terms of what you 
need to accomplish and how much time is 
available. Avoid getting caught short of 
time before a project, paper or test is due. 
Don't pull all your efforts into one course 
and exclude the others. 

3. When studying, take frequent breaks. 

Don't try to study continuously for

Research shows you'll be more 
effective if you break up your study times 
with some refreshing activity 

4. Find a place to study that will facili- 
tate concentration. 

Avoid places where there are distrac- 
tions. For example, the front door of the 
library is likely to be a distracting place. 
Find a place with fewer distractions and 
youl! accomplish more in less time. 

5. Set goals or contingencies for each 
study session and reward yourself for at- 
taining them. 

For example, ‘‘If I read 20 pages of the 
textbook, I'll reward myself with a 15-min- 
ute break at the snack bar.”’ The goals also 
can be short-term or long-term and as 
complex as you wish, provided you do 
select a good reward for yourself if 
they're attained. 

6. Get familiar with your reference li- 
brary. 

Knowing where to go and how to find 
what you're looking for can save lots of 
time. A large amount of time spend in 
libraries is wasted time. If you know 
where to go or who to ask — and are not 
afraid to ask — you can save yourself a lot

of valuable study time. 

7. Try to avoid studying with the TV or 
radio on 

While some people think that is che only 
way they can study, they are probably 
wasting time. If you want to be able to 
retain what you're reading, you need to 
concentrate on the task. 

8. Consider study groups — but be care- 
ful. 

Sometimes they can be quite helpful 
because there is strength in numbers. You 
should avoid groups like this whenever it 
becomes obvious that the group is inhibit- 
ing what you own study goals are. For 
certain projects — like final exams — 
some study group time is usually a good 
idea.

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Darting Children A Danger 


With schools set to open for a new sea- 
son next week, it's a good time to ponder a 
few facts. 

Pedestrian accidents kill and injure 
more children than any other kind of acci- 
dent except riding in a car, says the Na- 
tional Safety Council. 

About 2,000 child pedestrians are killed 
and slightly more than 30,000 are injured 
every year. Five-and-six-year-olds are of- 
ten victims when they dart unexpectedly 
into a street, often on their way to or from 
school. 

Vincent L. Tofany, president of the 
Council, says the reasons for accidents to 
this age have to do with the child's stage of 
development 

They include: inefficient peripheral vi- 
sion, inability to localize sounds or to 
judge speed and distance, short attention 
span, impulsiveness, inability to fully un- 
derstand the concept of danger, lack of 
traffic experience, and difficulty in com- 
prehending signals and the generai traffic 
system. 

Tofany says that at this age supervision 
and protection are extremely important 
and it is not too early to train children to 
begin to deal independently with traffic. 


Once the children’s skills are sharpened, 
parents should introduce the ‘‘how to”’ of 
safe walking procedure which fosters a 
desire to cooperate with adults in the 
traffic system. Supervised practice in ac- 
tual traffic situations is a ‘‘must”’ for the 
children's safety. 

As a result of many sessions with educa- 
tors and traffic authorities, the National 
Safety Council offers the following 
guidelines to assist educators, engineers 
and police in solving the to-and-from- 
school traffic problems and to provide 
parents with safety tips that should be 
taught to youngsters. 

1. School authorities and traffic authori- 
ties should cooperate in selecting routes 
for children going to and coming from 
school which will subject the children to 
minimum potential risks and require min- 
imum outlay for creating special changes 
in traffic patterns for them. 

2. At the beginning of each school year, 
schools should instruct children carefully 
in the use of safe routes and inform paren- 
ts to cooperate fully in getting children to 
use the safer routes. 

3. Schoo! authorities should undertake 
systematically, usually in classrooms, to 


see that every child understands exactly 
what behavior is expected of him or her on 
streets, not only in going to and from 
school but also at other times and places 
where there is traffic. 

4. Police departments should instruct 
officers assigned to school crossing duty 
and adult crossing guards not only in 
methods of directing traffic but also in 
methods recommended by school authori- 


ties to develop in children proper habits of 
street use so that they may help on the 
street in giving children the necessary 
practice and examples. 

5. Adults assigned to school crossings 
and school safety patrols should not re- 
lieve children of all responsibility in cross- 
ing streets by leading them across by the 
hand. or herding them into regimented 
groups.

10. Don't be afraid to ask for help. 
Teachers and professors are usually 
happy to provide assistance — that’s their 
job. Besides, you'll get the help you need 
from the single-most authoritative person, 
and it will demonstrate your level of inter- 
est to the teacher or professor. 
11. If you use a highlighter or underline 
what you read, don't get carried away.

12. Find the best time for you to com- 
plete your academic tasks. 

If the morning is a good time to read 
material. or the weekend is good for writ- 
ing papers. plan your activities with this in 
mind. Understanding your own personal 
study preferences and putting them into 
practice is the best approach to avoid 
studying in panic or suffering from guilt 
when you are pursuing leisure in non-study 
hours.

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A Little Patience 


Andover public schools will reopen for another aca- 
demic year next Thursday, an earlier-than-usual begin- 
ning, and one which might be accompanied by a bit of 
confusion. 

Those resuming their scholastic endeavors and those 
who will be directing that effort will return to one less 
school building, fewer school bus routes and more 
walkers. There will be increased costs for school lunch- 
es and there will be user fees imposed for such things as 
athletics and music, among some extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. 

These items are the result of budget constraints 
placed by the implementation of Proposition 242 and the 
desire on the part of the school administration to assign 
its financial resources to the educational process, rath- 
er than the other items to which the general public has 
become accustomed to over the years. 

No doubt, the first few days and weeks of the school 
year will produce some unanticipated surprises and 
even problems to educators and parents as well. 

Best suggestion to all concerned as the new school 
year opens is to exercise a little patience with all this 
and allow the problems to be worked out. 

Initial problems will probably deal with school trans- 
portation. A number of bus routes were cut this year 
due to the budgetary cutbacks which prompted new 
regulations regarding the distance children would have 
to walk to school. This resulted in about 1,400 young- 
sters, formerly bused, who will be walking to school as 
of the beginning of the school year. 


Following announcement of those who would be walk- 
ing, there were complaints which had to be addressed 
by the school administration. 

Based on the number of appeals, some of those were 
accommodated on buses due to severe safety factors. 


No doubt some of those parents who appealed and did 
not receive satisfaction, still will seek some sort of 
transportation for their child, even if it is via a private 
bus, which some people are currently working on. 

In any case, it was not until last Thursday, following a 
Wednesday night school committee decision, that the 
school bus routes were finalized. They appear in the 
Back-To-School section of this week’s TOWNSMAN. 

But, it can well be anticipated that adjustments will 
have to be made after the first couple of weeks of 
school. 

There remain late registration days for persons who 
have moved into town over the summer months. 

Many Andoverites who have been away for the sum- 
mer, and well may be unaware of the change in school 
bus schedules, may still be heard from when the school 
bells sound for the first time next week. 

And, there are always the few who decide that their 
youngsters can start school later than the rest anyway 
and play out the entire summer vacation. Thus a true 
reading of school enrollment and transportation needs 
may not be finally determined until after Labor Day 
when classroom sizes should be about normal. 

With all of that to consider, it is not unreasonable to 
understand that the people in charge of setting up the 
school transportation schedule have done the best job 
possible at this point in time. 

It is to be hoped that parents will have an understand- 
ing of the problems when classes resume next Thursday 
and work patiently with the school officials in at- 
tempting to resolve any problems which may arise. 

There is bound to be some confusion, what with ar 
early start to the school year and the many changes 
which have taken place this year. But with a little 
patience and understanding, the town’s educational 
environment need not be chaotic. :

WASHINGTON -- There’s 
more than lucky coincidence 
involved in the ability of 
Ronald Reagan to appear on 
stage center at moments of 
presidential triumphs. His 
role has been carefully 
crafted by White House 
insiders who keep him in the 
background while subordi- 
nates deal with awkward 
problems. Once success is 
achieved, Reagan steps into 
the spotlight as the star of 
the show. rm 

A clear-cut example of 
this occurred when Reagan 
vacationed in the seclusion 
of his California ranch and 
Transportation Secretary 
Drew Lewis remained in 
Washington wrestling with 
the air controllers’ strike. 
This leaves the president 
free to step to the fore once 
the air is cleared. 

The president’s men care- 
fully calculate the potential 
pitfalls that might booby 
trap Reagan on public issues 
in White House planning 
documents. Some of them 
have reached our hands and 
are impressive for the care- 
ful research they involve. 

For instance, the policy on 
the air controllers’ crisis 
predicts that the striking 
union will be decertified as a 
bargaining agent. A substi- 
tute union will be created 
and win acceptance when 
the administration offers a 
generous new contract.

POLITICAL HELL: In the 
Persian Gulf, Iran is 
descending into a political 
hell in an ayatollah’s fanatic 
handbasket, according to 
intelligence sources. A study 
shows that virtually every 
one of the revolutionaries 
who helped overthrow the 
shah and instal] Ayatollah 
Khomeini in power two-and- 
a-half years ago are either 
dead or gone. 

Five close associates of 
Khomeini flew back to 


Tehran from exile in Paris 
with the ayatollah. Former 
President Abol Bani Sadr 
flew back to exile a few 
weeks ago with a price on 
his head. Another intimate, 
Sadegh Ghotbzadeh, is in 
disgrace. A third was assas- 
sinated in Iran’s political 
turmoil, a fourth was killed 
in the Iraqi war and a fifth 
was wounded in the conflict 
and plays little part in the 
governmental maelstrom 
engulfing the country. 
Twelve Iranian political 
leaders greeted Khomeini on 
his return from exile. Four 
have been assassinated; one 
died of a heart attack; two 
are under ominous house 
arrest; two have been pub- 
licly disgraced; one was 
mysteriously hospitalized; 
one was shunted into politi- 
cal disfavor and is trying to 
work himself back into 
favor with the regime. Only 
one of the 12 has survived 
without difficulty in the rev- 
olutionary ruling circles. 
MONEY FROM 
MOSCOW: A revolutionary 
Red tide is lapping at the 
shores of poverty-stricken, 
military-dominated Latin 
American neighbors which 
Washington has traditionally 
defended against foreign 
intervention under the his- 
toric Monroe Doctrine. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency 
experts now fear a new 
communist subversion in the 
area spearheaded by Cuba 
and financed from Moscow. 
A secret report being cir- 
culated among CIA strateg- 
ists warns, “Latin America’s 
time has come. The timing 
and opportunities, political 
and psychological, offer an 
irresistible field” for Soviet 
intrusions. 
- The Russians, the analysts 


say, will avoid any missile 
crisis confrontation with 
Reagan. They will be slow 
and subtle. 

“The Soviets will instill 
dislike and distrust of the 
United States by means of 
the old-bogeymen of imperi- 
alism and neocolonialism,” 
the secret report warned. 
Rather than overthrow, the 
communists will resort to 
steering vulnerable Latih 
American governments 
“down the ‘progressive’ 
Soviet track with military 
and economic aid.” 

The ultimate goal of this 
disruptive campaign against 
the Monroe Doctrine is to 
“secure the resources for the 
USSR and deny them to the 
United States.” 

WATERGATE REDUX: 
There’s a whiff of a Water- 
gate smell rising from a 
recent burglary of the Wash- 
ington office of an outfit 
known as the National 
Investigative Taxpayers 
Fund. The organization used 
the services of a fervent 
government whistieblower, 
William Clinkscales, who 
once was chief investigator 
of the scandal-ridden Gener- 
al Services Administration. 

For his services in helping 
produce 130 criminal indict- 
ments against corrupt feder- 
al officials, Clinkscales was 
relegated to a do-nothing 
GSA job. Refusing to twiddle 
his thumbs, he allied himself 
with the private National 
Investigative Taxpayers 
Fund. ~ 

The group’s premises in a 
private office building were 
broken into recently along 
with those of two neighbor- 
ing tenants. Only in Clinks- 
cales’ office were the file 


cabinets rifled.

36 YEARS 
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At 80, Reichhold Is Oldest CEO 


On the eve of his 80th birthday, Henry H. 
Reichhold, the oldest active chief exec- 
utive of a major international chemical 
company, barely finds time to acknowl- 
edge the flood of congratulatory messages 
arriving at his White Plains, N.Y., office 
from long-time friends and business asso- 
ciates. 

Fifty-four years after he founded Reich- 
hold Chemicals, Inc., the octogenarian-in- 
dustrialist remains in total command of 
the billion-dollar firm with 49 plants in 
eight countries, including the one in Ando- 
ver. 

Born July 31, 1901, Reichhold. at 80, 
maintains almost the identical eight- to 10- 
hour work schedule he has for the past 


” century. 


‘I don't like to think about retirement,” 
he smiles, ‘‘but I plan to work a few more 
years before turning over the reins to the 
younger generation.” 

Reichhold came to the U.S. from Vien- 
na, Austria, in 1924, when he was 23 years 
old, and soon began working at the Ford 
Motor Co. in Detroit ‘‘for $4.80 a day 
which was a pretty good salary in those 
days.’ He was assigned to the pcan 's 
paint division. 

In those days, all Ford icles were 
coated a uniform black with paints that 
took weeks to dry. Slow-drying was uneco- 
nomical. requiring large storage areas for 
the cars and a great deal of labor. 

One day, Henry Ford visited the paint 
section of the plant and announced to Hen- 
ry Reichhold: ‘‘We should be painting 
some of these cars different colors—espe- 
cially if they didn’t take so long to dry. Do 
you have any ideas?” 

Reichhold had several. He told Ford 
that his father’s company in Vienna was 
successfully experimenting with synthetic 
resins as a paint base which reduced dry- 
ing time to only a few hours. Reichhold 


promptly arranged to import some of the 
new materials and began formulating 
quick-drying paints. Within a few months, 
he was put in full charge of the Ford Paint 
Division.

Reichhold left Ford in 1927 to start his 
own company in Detroit, manufacturing 
resins in a backyard garage. The new 
company grew rapidly as demand for the 
synthetic resins boomed. Today. Reich- 


} hold is a huge publicly-owned corporation 


with plants and affiliates in dozens of 
States and on five continents, and with 5,- 
500 employees. The firm produces resins 
and specialty chemicals used in a vast 
variety of consumer and industrial prod- 
ucts. 

Concerning his success, Reichhold says: 
“it’s not how clever you are, it’s mostly 
timing and some good luck. I was young 
and ambitious and worked 16 hours a day 
and the time was right.’ He’also admits 
he was ‘‘a pretty good salesman.” 

Reichhold Chemicals has traditionally 
stressed research and development—a cir- 
cumstance that contributed significantly 
to its growth over the years. It has also 
diversified continuously, absorbing a num- 
ber of smaller chemical firms along the 
way. 

As a chief executive. Reichhold’s man- 
agerial style is simple and direct. ‘‘I don't 
like people who are wishy-washy in busi- 
ness. Decisions should be made. either yes 
or no. whenever you can. Of course, I still 
have the right of the last word.”’

where their funds are going. That doesn't 
mean that education has to suffer,’’ she 
maintains. ‘“‘But we will have to work 
more closely with the community when we 
make (financial) decisions, involve the 
community even more in the schools.” 

She would like to.see parents working 
with the school on all sorts of issues, not 
just financial ones, the principal says. 
‘‘Their involvement is important because 
their children are here. They need to know 
what We're doing.”’ 

Parents of secondary school children 
may seem to take less interest in the 
schools because their children discourage 
it as they grow up and strive for indepen- 
dence, Jennings says, but parents ‘‘still 
want to have a say. They still want the 
best for their children.”’ 

One way Jennings may try to encourage 
parent participation at the high school is 
by holding regularly-scheduled meetings 
with a parents’ organization, she says. “I 
would like to reach out to parents, along 
with the students and the teachers,’’ she 
explains. 

A native of Pierre, South* Dakota, the 
State’s tiny capital city, Jennings is a Phi 
Beta Kappa graduate of Drake University, 
and she holds an M.A. degree in educatio- 
nal administration from the University of 
Minnesota.

infirmary temporarily until repairs are 
completed. The college is due to open for 
the year with a freshman orientation pro- 
gram this weekend.
